His condltloa bad been critical (or 
nearly two weeks after having been 
stricken with parolysiB while addrcea- 
Ing a ProgrcBsive party rally in this 
olty. Ho woB fiCty*Qve years old. 

Mr, Woodruff came of good Connec- 
ticut stock, and arrived In New York 
In 18S0 at the age of twenty-two years 
with no capital nor proBpective back' 
ing other than diplomas from Yolo 
and a business college and a clear cut 
purpose to apply himself to coraraer 
oial Ufo and watch for opportunities. 

Seventeen years later he was Heu* 
tenant governor of New York, a part- 
ner in the house In which be flrst 
found employment at eight dollars a 
week, the head of an Insurance com- 
l^any and of a patent medicine con- 
cern, director In various banking and 
Industrial corporations and a leader 
in Republican politics. 

The fortune he had acquired In this 
period was augmented In later years 
by the extension of his activities until 
^ they Included real estate operations 
on a largo scale, notably the promotion 
of the Garden City and Jamaica prop- 
erties. His political ambitions also 
grew, and in 1900 he had the backing 
of the New York atato delegation (or 
the vice-presidential nomination at the 
Republican national convention, in 
Philadelphia. Plans to that end 
brought him In touch with Senator 
Hanna of Ohio. The current already 
was running toward Colonel Roosevelt 

"Hanna sent for me in Washington," 
Bald Woodruff afterwards, in telling 
the experience, "took me to his room, 
sat down and put his knees against 
mine. 'Timothy,* he said, '1 hear that 
you will be a candidate for vice-presi- 
dent.' I told blm my friends had sug- 
gested it and that my own mind was 
open. 'You are too young,* he said. 
'So far as that goes," I replied, '1 am 
three months and twenty-two days 
older than Governor Roosevelt, and 
my son Is a Junior at Yale.* *Well,* 
Senator Hanna answered, winking his 
light eye, "you look too young.' *' 

The ambition that then possessed 
him never quite subsided. He as- 
pired successively to become the party 
candidate for governor, to go to the 
United States senate and to enter the 
_ cabinet. Through this period ho 
proved an excellent* party manager. 

He had been active in politics from 
1SS5. In 1S95 he was appointed park 
commissioner of Brooklyn and made 
his administration extremely popular 
'by throwing open the parks at night 
for the poor. He attended all the 
party conventions, state and national. 

He had homes In Brooklyn and Gar- 
den City, kept apartments in the RItz- 
Carlton In ^ Manhattan, and his Kill 
Kare Kamp of 1,000 acres in the Adl- 
rondacks was one of the finest estates 
there. Hla recreations were driving, 
automobilfng, fishing and shooting, and 
ie belonged to many Boclat clubs. 

He was twice married— first to Mlsa 
Cora Eastman of Poughkeepale, by 
whom he ha'd a son. John, born In 
1882. She died In 1900. In 1905 he 
■was married to Miss Isabel Morrison, 
who survives him.

AGAINST CRITICISM. 



Wilson Tells Callers Convention Vlevvt 

Do Not Represent the Pufallo 

Sentiment. 

Washington, Oct. 11. — New fcellnga 
of confidence In^the currency reform 
bill were felt on'Thursday following a 
concerted defense of the manfliire by 
Democratic senators who denounced 
the criticisms of the bill made by bank- 
ers at the Boston convention of the 
American Bankers' association and 
against what was alleged to bo an or- 
ganized effort to hinder Its considera- 
tion and passage. 

A senate debate In which the bank- 
ers* criticisms came In for sharp an- 
swer from friends of the bill on tho 
senate floor found its echo later In the 
day when President Wilson made 
plain to callers his own view of tho 
recent developments surrounding tho 
bill. 

The president let It be known that 
ho did not think the views of the Bos- 
ton bankers' convention, as they bore 
on the currency bill now before tho 
senate, represented the general public 
sentiment of the countir* In the 
president's view the attacks made on 
tho bill by tho Boston conference rep- 
resented the activities of men whom 
he believed to be acting with sincerity, 
but who as Individuals refused to 
yield their position of control of tho 
country's financial system. 

The expressions In the senate were 
more emphatic. 

'T think this Boston meeting's obvi- 
ous purpose was to work up opposi- 
tion to this bill," said Senator Owen, 
"and either to force the bankers' view 
or to delay or defeat this bill" 



SEVERAL HURT IN TORNADO 



Storm Sweeps^Across Nebraska, Near 
Broken Bow, Wrecking Build- 
ings and Killing Stock. 

Broken Bow, Neb., Oct. 11. — An Oc- 
tober tornado tore Its way through 
Custer county on Thursday, striking 
Broken Bow, the county seat, a glanc- 
ing blow, and doing only minor dam- 
age here, but wrecking many buildings 
and Injuring a number of people In the 
country dlstrlctji. So far as reported, 
no one was killed. In the McCaslin 
home, eight utiles north of Broken 
Boi#, two mecibers of the family were 
Injured. Se^«ra1 men members of Ar- 
thur Bevlngii.on's family near the town 
of Sargent were hurt, how seriously 
is not knov^. 

Many biitses, cattle and hogs were 
killed by the storm, and the property 
loss is ^iill^ved to be heavy. • 

The tovn of Sargent Is reported to 
have fc,ejin In the direct path of the 
storm aud badly damaged, but nothing 
definite has come from there. Near 
Lodl many houses and bams were de- 
stroyed, but It la believed there was 
no loss of life nor serious casualties.

St. Louis, Oct 13.— Adolphus 
Busch, president of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing association of this city, 
died on Friday in his castle at Langen 
Schwalbach, Prussia, Word of his 
death was received here In a cable- 
gram from his son, August A. Buach, 
to his grandson, Adolphus Busch IIL 
The message read: 

"Father passed away peacefully at 
8:15." 

The wealth of Adolphus Busch la 
estimated at $60,000,000. 

Mr. jBusch had been a sufferer from 
dropsy for seven years, but when hU 
son, August A., left here a few weeks 
ago to join him at bis castle on the 
Rhine he did not know that his father 
was dangerously ill.

Disappears After Denouncing Execu- 
tive and Colleagues Demand Na- 
tion's Chief Explain His Absence — 
Drastic Action Follows.

London. Oct 13, — As a protest 
against the resumption of forcible 
feeding of suffragettes In British jails, 
^ number of militant women invaded 
the West end and smashed hundreds 
of windows In the homos of docton. 



Mexico City, Mex., Oct 13.— Presi- 
dent Huerta had 110 members of the 
chamber of deputies arrested on Fri- 
day and locked in the penitentiary for 
signing resolutions of warning to him 
as the result of the disappearance on 
Thursday night of Dr. Bollsaro Do- 
mlnguez, senator for Chiapas, 

Flvu other deputies who signed tho 
resolution were absent when n cordon 
of troops was thrown about the legis- 
lative building and several hundred 
soldiers Invaded tho chamber. 

In anticipation of trouble heavy pa- 
trols of troops are on tho streets. 

The rapid fire guna which were 
posted in the interior courts of the 
palace In February are again in place 
and quantities of ammunition are at 
hand. 

The arrests followed a demand by 
President Huerta that the chamber 
withdraw the resolution, which car- 
ried a threat that the deputies would 
abandon tho capltol owing to an al- 
leged lack of guarantees for their 
personal safety. 

Senator Domlnguez made a speech 
In the senate early In the month. vio- 
lently attacking Huerta. saying that 
not only had nothing been done dur- 
ing Huerta'a regime toward pacifica- 
tion of the country, but that the pres- 
ent situation In the republic was In- 
finitely worse than before. He said 
the currency of Mexico bad depre- 
ciated, fields had been neglected, 
towns razed, and tLat famine threat- 
ened. I He added that the situation 
was proof that the Mexican people 
could not resign themselves to be gov- 
erned by Huerta. 

The senator who thufe attacked 
Huerta disappeared mysteriously at 
night 

Before the hour for the regular open- 
ing of the session of the chamber at 
four o'clock In tlio afternoon the base- 
ment and roof of tho building had 
been packed with troops- 

"When the deputies were In their 
places the minister of the interior, 
Manuel Garza Aldape. entered the 
chamber. Simultaneously several hun- 
dred federal troops lined up in front 
of tho building. 

Senor Aldape asccn'ded the platform 
and read tho reply of President Huer- 
ta to the resolution warning him of 
the deputies' Intention to dissolve par- 
liament and hold their sessions else- 
where and demanding an Investiga- 
tion of tho disappearance of Senator 
Domlnguez, 

Tho reply said that President Huer- 
ta could do no less than consider the 
resolution an act of unjustified ag- 
gression and transgression of 'the 
rights of the two other powers- the 
executive and the courts. 

When the arrests were mad© a few 
of the leaders were placed in automo- 
biles while the other deputies were 
taken to tho penitentiary in street 
cars. 

Meanwhile similar demands to re- 
cant had been made on members of 
the senate who had concurred In the 
chamber's resolution. 

A committee of senators called on 
President Huerta and signified their 
willingness to comply with hla de- 
mands. Later tho senators formally 
withdrew this action.

SMALLPOX IS IN CAMP 



DISEASE AMONG THE REFUGEES 
CAUSE ORDER FOR AID. 



Federals Assert No More Rebel Prla- 
oneri Will Be Taken If . 
Slaughter Is True. 

Washington, Oct 11.— Smallpox has 
added to the panic and destruction of 
10,000 Mexican refugees on the Ameri- 
can side of tho border at Eaglo Pass, 
Tex., according to reports to Immi- 
gration headquarters Thursday. 

The department of labor Issued In- 
structions that additional Immigration 
Inspectors be rushed! to Eagle Pass, 
Surgeon General Bluo of tho depart- 
ment of public health also directed 
department doctors ond nurses to hur- 
ry to the scene. 

Eagle Pass, Tex., Oct 11. — Ploguo 
has broken out among the 10,000 Mex- 
ican, refugees .here. They have been 
ordered segregated and doctors and 
nurses are being rushed to their re- 
lief by the Immigration authorities. 

Monterey, Slexlco, Oct 11. — A rebel 
army of 15,000 men is reported march- 
ing on this city and the residents aro 
terror-stricken. According to Informa- 
tion received here General Alvarez 
and many of bis officers were assae- 
Binated by their own soldiers, who 
revolted when Torreon was captured 
by the rebels, and joined the consti- 
tutionalists. 

Mexico City, Oct 11, — No prisoners 
will be taken by federal troops In 
northern Mexico If reports that Gen- 
eral Alvarez and 125 of his men were 
massacred by constltutlonallstfl at 
Torreon are confirmed by tho war de- 
partment War Minister BlauQuet 
may be ordered by President Huerta 
to take the field in person, it was 
learned.

CITY OF MEXICO. 

WILSON DAZED BY ACTION 



President Notines Officials That U. 8. 

Will Look With Dlspleast^re Upon 

any Injury to Deputies Now 

Under Arrest. 



TVnshington, Oct 15.— A moBBflgo 
from O'ShaughnoBsy to tho state ilo- 
dopartment ou Saturday brought oqn- 
flrmatlon of tho death ot Senator 
Domlnguez, whose body was found lu 
the woods of tho suburbs of tho Mex- 
ican capital. 

Ho was arrested upon Huerta'a or- 
der In September for dollvering a 
fiery speech In the Mexican senate. He 
disappeared soon after his aiT'eat. 

President Wilson and Secretary 
Brj'an regard tho assassination of Sen- 
ator Domlnguez as parallel with that 
of former President Madero. The 
nowirwas astounding and dazed tho 
president and secretary of state. 
Both believe that Senator Domlnguos 
was murdered because of his political 
Btand and, while they, have no proof, 
they foel that Huerta Is at tho bottom 
of tho murder. 

A telegram received at the Btat« 
department states that no harm has 
yet befallen the hundred deputies, all 
of whom still are In prison. Tho dis- 
patch did not indicate a possibility of 
their being released any time soon. 
Mr, O'Shaughnessy repeated his 
warning that the deputies stand In 
Imminent danger of losing their lives 
because of their political faith and 
tho fact that they oppose tho admin- 
istration of President Huerta. 

Immediately after a conference be- 
tween Secretary Bryan and President 
Wilson relative to Charge O'Shuugb- 
neflsy's message it was announced at 
tho White Houso that telegrams had 
been dispatched to both John Llnd at 
Vera CrUz and Charge O'Shaughnessy 
ot Mexico City to make representa- 
tions to the Huerta government that 
tho United States would look with 
displeasure upon any Injury to tho 
Mexico^ deputies now under arrest 

Germany's decision to dispatch a 
warship to Mexican waters attracted 
wido attention in offlclal circles here. 
No Intimation had been received hero 
of Germany's Intention and President 
Wilson was Informed only by press 
dispatches of the action. 

No formal comment was made on 
the Incident, but It was apparent that 
tho Washington government was not 
displeased. The sending of -a Ger- 
man worship Is In lino with tho policy 
of other European governments, which 
bovo had vessels cruising on the Mex- 
ican coasts from time to timo. during 
critical moments In Mexico. 

No change In the attitude of this 
counto' was announced, but President 
Wilson and his advlaera are debating 
what the next step should be. 

President Wilson told callers that 
with the present state of affairs, ho 
did not SCO how a constitutional elec- 
tion could bo held In Mexico. 




MILITANT FLEES FROM POLICE 



Dragged From Hall as Suffragettes 
With Benches and Chairs Se- 
verely Battle Officers. 

London, Oct IB.^After a fierce 
struggle the police orrested Miss 
Sylvia Pankhurst at How Neaths, m 
the cost end of London, where she 
was making a speech. But when they 
got her outside tho building, with 
thA intention of placing her in a taxi- 
cab and rushing her to Holloway Jail, 
tho mtlltanta attacked the police so 
savagely they had to let her go and 
she escaped. 

Miss Pankhurst, who has on un- 
completed term of imprisonment to 
serve, was not recognized until she 
threw aside tho dlagulse which en- 
abled her to elude the police and en- 
ter the building. She hod been speak- 
ing only a few minutes when police 
with drawn truncheons, entered the 
hall and made a rush for the plat- 
form. 

Tho audience arose and chairs be- 
gan to fly, the invaders being tho ob- 
jective point Some of the people In 
the galleries even dropped benches 
on their heads. 

The police succeeded In dragging 
Miss Pankhurst down to the floor of 
tho house. 

Concentrating the attack on the po- 
licemen who had the militant leader 
In their grasp, tho women, with the 
assistance of several men, succeeded 
In tearing her from their grasp nnd 
she slipped away. Miss Zelle Emerson 
of Jackson, Mich., whose Imprison- 
ment caused such a furore several 
months ago, was one of tbbso Injured.

Aftor Fall Army Worms Had De- 

■troy*d the Crop Big Yield 

of Wheat Made Qood 

tho LoM. 

By H. A. M'KEENE; 
aeoretary lllinolfl Farmers' Invtitute. 
The experience of Mr. M, W. John- 
son In his etfortB to produce an alfalfa 
crop is as Interesting to others as it 
was profltablo to him. Mr. Johnson is 
a .farmer and a breeder of standard- 
bred horses; hie homo is at Aasump- 
tlon, 111., and we aro privileged to 
glvo an account of his eftorta In his 
own language substantially as fol- 
lows: 

"Last yoor," Mr, Johnson said, "I 
selected ten acres of gently rolling 
land which had been rented for about 
20 years and which was producing 
about 20 bushels of com and 60 bush- 
els of weeds per acre per annum. My 
flrat efforts were exerted toward clear- 
ing tho land of weeds. I applied 2Q 
loads of manure to tho acre; tho food 
ration from which it was mado con- 
sisted of 16 per cent, each of oats and 
bran, 3 per cent. oU meal and 2 per 
cent blood meal -fed with alfalfa hay. 
This was plowed under early In tho 
spring, then two tons^ per acre of 
ground llmestouo was applied and 
worked into tho eoil with a disk har- 
row, 

"When the weeds came up good wo 
disked tho land and destroyed them; 
then for some tlmo wo were busy 
with other things and tho weeds got 
such 'a good start we plowed them un- 
der. When the next crop started the 
land *was disked, after which they 
grew rank and were once moro turned 
under with the plow. We disked and 
harrowed at Intervals until August l. 
when we sowed 15 pounds per acre of 
alfalfa seed. 

"We eecurod a fine stand of alfalfa, 
and when; It was about three Inches 
high tho fall army worms came along 
and took it as clean as if It had been 
burned. Wo plowed the field again 
and across one-third of It wo applied 
600 pounds i;>er acre of rock phos- 
phate; on another third 300 pounds 
per acre, while the remaining one-third 
received no phosphate. 

"V/ith a disk drill, using all the 
holes, I sowed 1*4 bushels per acre 
of Turkey Red wheat, resulting In a 
splendid even stand, which appeared 
lobe rather thin on tho ground, Tim- 
othy and alslke clover seed .were 
drilled with tho wheat and each came 
good.) In spring I sowed an additional 
two bushels of olslko clover soed. 

"By May 1 of this year the wheat 
was 12 inches high, while no other 
flelde In the locality were more than 
two Inches. It continued to grow lux- 
uriantly until maturity and the ten 
acres yielded 501 bushels, machine, 
measure, but -the separator was not 
•suitable for threshing Turkey Red 
wheat and much grain wont Into the 
straw stack Instead of into the meas- 
nro.

"'New Lives for Old,' by Carleton,

This deals with New England 
farm Ilfo and shows the conditions un- 
der which tho agriculture of the east 
has languished and somo of the con- 
ditions that would revive It. 

" 'One Way Out,' by the same au- 
thor and publisher. Is introductory to 
the above book and deals with tho 
author's exporloncea as an employe In 
a great factory. It shows how his liv- 
ing expenses increased with his salary 
until he lost his Job he was unable to 
support his family of three. Aban- 
doning the attempt, he went to the 
docks and become a pioneer In spirit 
and re-established his business. 

" 'Adventures in Contentment,' by 
David Grayson, standard edition by 
Doubleday,'Page & Co., and 50 cent 
edition by Hurst & Co., N. Y., Is a de- 
lightful series of essays on the social 
side of country life. Davl(\ Qrayson Is 
a pen name. The real author Is an 
old friend of mine, well known In lit- 
erary circles. His book Is as excellent 
reading for mature people as 'One 
Way Out' Is for young men. 

"This Is tho beat report that I can 
make at the present tlmo from tho 
committee on library. The purpose 
has not been to recommend everything 
that Is coming out but only the thlng% 
that aro of special Interest at tlila 
time."

HE boardwalk as AtlanUc City 
Is ono of the most famotis 
streets In the world. It Is 
likewise ono of the most im- 
portant, reckoned by the num- 
ber of people whoso footsteps traverse 
it. And It Is undeniably ono of tbe 
most Interesting, having no counter- 
part as a thoroughfare anywhere on 
tho earth. 

It Is the most expensive street, bar 
none. Every three or four years It 
has to be repaved with planks at a 
coat . of about $140,000— though the 
^ork Is done gradually, and not allat 
once. The annual bill for keeping It 
clean and In repair is $35,000. As It 
stands today the boardwalk repre- 
sents an expenditure of nearly $45,000 
for construction. 

In reference to the cleaning Item 
it should be said that no broom or 
mop Is ever applied to tho surface of 
the boardwalk. It keeps Itself clean. 
^'Swept by ocean breezes". (to quote a 
phrase most dear to proprietors of 
seaside hotels). It Is over free from 
dust, while the rain and the sea-borne 
mlat continually wash It. However, 
four men, at f2,10 a day, are constant- 
ly busy at the rather curious task of 
keeping tho cracks clear between the 
boards — the object being -to drain off 
the wet. 

Always Clean and Dry. 

Other streets may be wet, other 
streets may be dirty; other streets 
may be obstructed — but the boardwalk 
never. When snow falls in winter It 
Is cleared away with a celerity almost 
Incredible. Tho thoroughfares of 
Philadelphia and New York may be 
well-nigh Impassable, but the ocean 
pathway at Atlantic City. 60 feet wide, 
is bound to be open for traffic, and 
dry at that Presently the sun ap- 
pears, and out come the Invalids in 
chairs on wheels. 

As It stands today, the boardwalk 
cost slightly more than $100,000 a 
mile to build— the length of It being 
four and a third miles. Originally 
It was composed of planks laid upon 
the sand of the beach, but these were 
repeatedly washed away by tho cruel, 
crawling waves, and the loss and dis- 
comfort occasioned eventually brought 
about tho erection of the permanent 
structure of today, upheld by pillars 
and girdws which defy the tooth of 
time and energy of the elements. 
Hyperbole aside, however, It may 
be confessed that this element-defy- 
ing condition Is only now beginning 
to be reached through tho substitu- 
tion of -re-enforced concrete for steel 
piles, ^ which, as sad experience haa 
proved, are hardly more enduring 
than wood. i)\vlng^to the destructive 
action of salt water and mist-laden 
.sea air. .Indeed, one may,. In. spots, 
poke one's finb'ef an'lnch deep Into 
the metal suppbrts,. Bu^' concrete ap- 
pears to satisfy air requirements ad- 
mirably, and be/oro yery. long It will 
have entirely replaced steel In the 
construction of the wood-paved road- 
way. 

The boardwalk', 'ono should realize.; 
Is no mere local affair. It Is In a 
sense a national thoroughfare — the 
great summer street of the United 
States, and the common meeting 
ground of the people from all parts ot 
tho country... No' other place In the 
Union is so cosmopolitan. The Call- 
fornian Is as much at home there as 
the man from Philadelphia or the cit- 
izen of Texas. It la the great health 
and amusement resort of the common 
people, having the notable advantage 
of cheapness^ for thoso who can not 
afford to spend much money, while for 
the rich there are accommodations In 
luxurious and proportionately expen- 
sive hotels. 

The unthoughtful many who visit 
Atlantic City, however, have little no- 
tion of the more Intimate peculiarities 
of the boardwalk and the beach along 
which it runs. Its landward edge Is 
fringed by a row of shopB ot every im- 
aginable kind, which offer for sale all 
sorts ot merchandise, from candy to 
dry goods. There are also clairvoy- 
ants, and palmists and various other 
dealers- In tho mysterious, but these 
are merely incidental, for there is no 
proper likeness between this roadway 
and the streets of Coney Island. Rents 
kre enormously high. A season's oc- 
cupancy of a mere window space six 
feet square/coBta |1,000. Tho pur- 
chase price of real. estate along tho 
moat desirable blocks, from Maryland 
ayepue to .Michigan avenue, is 14,000 
» front foot

Even tho chair pushers, all of whom, 
are colored znen, are required to dress 
themselves neatly. It Is desired that 
the roadway s)mU present at all tlmea 
an attractive appearance, and rags ar» 
disfiguring. Ileggara are absolutely 
barred. The policing of the boardwalk 
Is extremely strict, and at midnight 
or In tbe small hours ot the morning 
a woman traversing it Is as safe from 
annoyance as at high noon. 

From dusk until dawn tbe board- 
walk is brilliantly lighted by arc lights 
and by teatoona of Incandescent eleo 
trie bulbs strung at frequent Intervals 
across tho thoroughfare. The Illu- 
minative effect Is both attractive and 
beautiful. 

As already Implied, the regulations 
governing the boardwalk are very rig- 
idly enforced. Special rules apply to- 
the pushing ot wheeled chairs. No 
pusher is allowed to hasten the speed 
of his chair beyond the pace of a slow 
walk, and he is not permitted under 
^y circumstances to go ahead ot 
the chair in front ot his In the end- 
less procession that continually trav-i 
erses the thoroughfare. "Crabbing" Is 
positively forbidden — this term signi- 
fying the picking up ot a casual pas-' 
scnger en route. The pusher must first 
go back to the chair stand after relln-^ 
qulshlng a customer. 

The boardwalk' hero described con- 
nects with a similar plank roadway 
that runs along the shore through. 
Ventnor, Margate City and Longport. 
With this extension, now dlmost com- 
plete, It covers a distance' ot nine 
miles, stretching almost the entlrei 
length of the Island on which Allan-* 
tic City stands.

Austria- Hungary, While Not Rich In 
- Capital, When Compared to Somo 
Other Countries, Will Finance 
Large Share of, Work. 

Vienna.— On tho part of a high 
ofllclal of tho Austro-Hungarian bank, 
tho great atato Institution in this 
country, 1 received Bome dotnlla about 
tho building of a number of now rail- 
roads and tho Improvement of exist- 
ing ones In the Balkan countries, espe- 
cially BO far as Autsrla-Hungary is In- 
volved. , Although tho dual monarchy 
is not rich In capital, whoa compared 
to some other couhtrlos, sho will yet 
undortnko a considerable share of the 
work, .This will last for five years 
and more, and the money to bo in- 
vested will altogethor amount to not 
less than |600,000,000.. 

This 'money will be taken up In the 
shape of loans, and the loans will be 
floated In Paris, Vienna, Berlin and 
London. All tho Balkan countries. In- 
cluding Bulgaria and Albania, will ob- 
tain such loans. Railroad construction 
will necessarily not begin until after 
the various loans have been obtained. 
Albania's new roads-r-tho flrst that 
country will have — wIU connect with 
those of Qrooco and Servla, one line 
being from Monastlr to Durazzo, an- 
other from Valona to Janlna. If the 
projected Danube-Adria lino is really 
built by Austrian copltal — which la 
doubtful,' because It wouldn't pay for 
years to come — there would bo direct 
railroad connection between Vienna 
and Albania. The completion of the 
Trans-Balkan line, a Bulgarian work, 
and which Is to go as far as Dodoa- 
gatch on the Aegean, and to connect 
with tho 'Roumanian linos will give 
Bulgaria a perfect railroad system. 
Oroeco, above all. requires much 
capital for railroads, notably In hor 
new territory. The Servian road en- 
terprises will all bo capitalized by 
France. Qreoco will for the first time

Special trains and automobiles bear- 
ing rescue apparatus, medical sup^ - 
plies, doctors and nurses, sped to tho 
scene. A first aid hospital and a tem- 
porary morgue were erected; sldo by

In charge 
of First Officer Qardlnor, made a gal- 
lant but futflo attempt to gct^ riong^ 
side tho Voltnmo. 

Other Ships Draw Near. 
Captain Barr of the Carmanla In 
the meantime kept his wireless np- 
poratus at work^ communicating with 
all tho Teasels within tho radius of 
his Instruments. 

At four o'clock In tho afternoon the 
Orosser Kurfuerst and the Seydlltx 
came la sight and these two were 
Joined later in the afternoon by tho 
Kroonland, tho I>ovonIan, the Rappa^ 
bannock, tho UlnneapoUs, and La 
Tonralno. 

The gale abated sllghUy toward 
night and each of tho rescue ships, 
as soon an It waa possible for It to 
do so put out boats. The waves 
were still so high, however, that all 
tho small craft were driven back. 

Cries were hoard during tho night, 
tnt tho soarcbllghts could locate no 
ono. They who cried out perished 
miserably with ten ships, as brilliant 
as summer hotels, standing all around 
them. 

, Rescues Begin at Dawn. 
Tho storm continued throughout 
tho night, but toward dawn the wind 
docreased and the sea began to get 
smoother. Erery minute of tho dork- 
nesa tho ofllcors and crew of the ten 
resqiilng ships had boon on duty 
watching and waiting for a chance to 
lower boats. At daylight their oppor- 
tunity came. ■^ 

AH 'of tho writing steamships had 
part in the rescue. Tho sea In the 
neighborhood of the Voltnmo waa 
oovered with lifeboats. Tho boata ap- 
proached tbo stern, whoro tho hun- 
dreds of passengers and crow were 
gathered, and in turn took on loads 
of survlvora. 

Some of tho Voltumo*s people 
leaped Into tho water and wore 
hanlcd Into the lifeboats. 

Survivor Tells of Disaster. 
iKmdon, Oct 14.— O. F. Hart, me- 
chanical manager of tho Drily Mall, 
who waa a passenger on tho Cunard- 
er Carmanla, gave a doBcrlptlon of 
the burning of the Volturno. The mes- 
sage la as foBowa: "Tho lifeboats 
took off In gulck succession tho pas- 
eengors from the Volturno as' they 
alld one by one down the lifelines. 

*T5aybreak saw two other additions 
to tho restuo fleet, the Russian- Am erl- 
cau liner Czar and tho tnt^y steamer 
NarraganaetL The latter came at fu* 
speed and quickly took up. a position 
to windward of tho Volturno. In a 
few moments two large Btreams of on 
were pouring over the sldo of the Nor- 
ragansett, and this materlrily calmed 
the waters and was of Invaluable as- 
sistance In riding tho small boats to 
take off the passengers and crew. The 
oil waa directed toward the stem of 
the burning vessel, for It was from 
this end of the ship that tho survivors 
were being taken. 

Passengers Are Taken Off. 
••^y nine o'clock Friday morning 
an of the iiaaaen gera who remained 
on tie Volturno, 521, liad boon safely 
taken off and transferrod to the ten 
Teasels summoned by wireless. Each 
of tho tan vessels then went on -a 
Bliort crulBO In different directions In 
an effort to find tho llfoboats which 
had been launched from tho Volturno 
before asristance arrived- No trace 
of these were found, however, and lit- 
tle hope iB bold out that any of these 
boats escaped, as they wore manned 
by passengers, tho crow romrinlng on 
board to flghtthe flames. 

"If tho passengers In those lifeboats 
have been drowned tho loss of life 
wm.toUl 136. 

Wireless Saved Many Lives. 
*Trhat the entire complement of 657 
persons wero not lost, and a sea trag> 
edy second to the Titanic disaster ,r«- 
corded, waa due entirely to tho wire- 
loaa and the prompt reaponso of Cap- 
tain Barr of tho Carmanla. Captain 
Barr showed wonderful executive abil- 
ity In taking eommand of the situa- 
tion after ho arrived and In carrying 
out tho roscue of those persons who 
remained on the burning veasel. Great 
credit must bo given to the crows 
which made up the Intematlonri res- 
cuo squadron. The crow of tho Vol- 
turno have reported that nearly all of 
the bulkheads on their vessel ro* 
mainod intact dtiring the flro except 
those in the forward holds, which 
gave way only when the flro centered 
about them. Had those bulkheada 
not been in excellent condition the. 
Volturno would have been gutted by 
flre before tho Carmanla could have 
roaohed hor, and before one of , tho 
passengers could havo escaped with 
their lives In. tho terriflc gale which 
was raging whon the flro broke out, 
Tho moderating of the gale early FYi- 
day morning just as the roacuo squad- 
ron had about abandoned hope of 
reaching the stem of the VoUumo 
also playod a prominent part In mok-. 
Ing the rdatiiQ posBlbla.**
